Secretaty Folger and the New York 
Contest. 


The Mississippi River Itip--Political Assess- 
ments=-General Gossip. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 30.—Secretary Fol- 
ger, although he does not do much talking 
about the situation in New York, evidently 
came back with more hope than when he 
went. Lhad a talk yesterday witha close 
personal friend of the Secretary, who is on 
confidential relations with him, and he said 
that the Secretary was much encouraged by 
the developments of the trip. 

“I think the State will go Republican,” he 
said. ‘The prospects are much better than 
they were two days ago, and I think they 
will continue to grow better as the election 
approaches.” 

“‘May I say that to the public?” 

“I don’t think there would be any impro- 
priety in saying that much—that the Judge 
is fayorabiy impressed with his last trip 
there.”’ 

“Will he return to New York soon?” 

*‘I think it doubtful. I don’t believe he will 
go again. until he goes home to vote. You 
see he can’t. of course, take an active part in 
the canvass unless he should resign, and so it 
may be best that he stay away from New 
Yorkas much as possible.” 

“Anything else ?—this is an interview, you 
know.” 

“Well, you might say thatthe story that 
his trip to New York was taken at the ad- 
vice or suggestion of the Cabinetis entirely 
talse—not a shade of truth in it.” 

A few minutes later the Secretary himself 
was sitting at his desk in the 
Treasury building, and, taking ad- 
vantage of a lull in the rush of 
oftice-seekers,|I fired a question or two at him 
about the situation. 

**I think it looks better,’”’ he answered. “Of 
course 1 am not in good position to learn the 
facts, for people are loth to bring me any 
unfavorable facts. I found, however, an in- 
creasing confidence, and think those who 
have studied the situation closely quite con- 
fident. The betting men, for instance, are 
even betting that the Republicans wil 
carry Erie County, the birthplace of the 
Democratic candidate.”

The demand for money for campaign pur- 
pose continues, and a final eftort is now 
veing made for funds for the closing work of 
the election. A distressing case is just re- 
ported, in which a widow with six children, 
a $900 clerk, has been called on for 
a contribution of $43, to raise which 
she.was obliged to goto one of the brokers 
who loan money to department people at ex- 
orbitant rates, and that this kind-hearted 
gentienrin, in view of the fact that she was a 
widow with six children and that she wanted 
the money to help keep his customers in po- 
sition where they would continue to patron- 
ize him, consented to loan her the money at 
five per cent a month instead of ten, his 
usual rate.

PitrsspureG, October 30.—The strike of the 
East Liverpool, Ohio, potters. which was in- 
augurated over five months ago, has become 
a strike only in name. Of the 700 men 
who quit work when their employers notified 
them that any who joined the Knights of 
Labor would be discharged, all but 150 have 
either returned to work or left the town. Of 
the eight potteries implicated five are run- 
ning at nearly half their capacity. Two are 
entirely idle, while the largest has nearly all 
hands needed. In all these works the iron- 
clad contract which binds each man to keep 
out of the Knights of Labor organization is 
in force.

HUBBELL DISGUSTED. 


The Clerks Not Paying Up Their Assess- 
ments Freely. 
Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 30.—Two weeks 
ago certain members of the Republican State 
Committee of. New York came to Washing- 
ton for the purpose of securing financial aid, ~ 
They. were given a room in the Treasury De« 
partment for consultation with prominent 
officials as to the ways and means of accom 
plishing the object of their visit. Jay Hub- 
bell was present, and he, as the one who 
could best answer the appeal of the visitors, 
was asked what he could do for them. Hub- 
bell stated that at present he could not 
do much owing to the failure 
of the clerks to respond to his 
calls. As a proof of this statement, 
which surprised the New Yorkers considera- 
bly, he produced the roll of employes of the 
Treasury Department, which showed that 
less than half had contributed, and many of 
these had failed to pay their full assessment. 
This, he stated, was but a sample of the oth- 
er departments, although his collectors were 
on hand each pay-day, and personally waited 
upon those who had failed to pay. The 
cause of this backwardnessin the matter 
of collections, Hubbell stated, was 
due to the wholesale attacks made 
by the press and the promises of immunity 


so emphatically given by those who were in 
a high place. rhe meeting resulted in an un 
derstanding that aid would be given toa 
limited extent, and the New Yorkers depart- 
ed with increased disgust at the power of the 
press. So pressing is the demand of the com, 
mittee for fonda that they have assessed all 
the higher officialY five per cent.

A Scarcity of Cars Complained of by the 
Country. 

Some of the St. Louis grain receivers say 
they are receiving numerous complaints from 
their country correspondents of a scamity of 
ears in different sections of the West. These 
complaints are directed principally against 
the Wabash Western Division, the Missouri 
Pacific and its branches, the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas and the lron Mountain road, 
but more particularly against the Wabash 
and the Missouri Pacific. It is said that 
wheat is accumulating all along the line of 
these roads and all the elevators and ware- 
houses at every station are full to 
bursting with wheat that the ship- 
pers can’t get to market, as_ they 
can’t get the necessary cars to transport it. 
There was a heavy runof wheat to market as 
there 
shipments 
while farmers were seeding and preparing 
for their next year’s crop, and now, again, 
the second run has commenced and farmers 
are bringing in wheat freely, the late high- 
er prices helping to attract the grain to mar- 
ket. Country shippers have been buying 
this wheat heavily and putting it in their 
warehouses, but when they got ready to ship 
found that they could only get a few cars at 
atime. This, at least, is what they claim. 
Thus, while receipts have been heavy here of 
wheat lately, it is asserted that 
they woulé have been much larger 
had cars been obtainable on certain lines of 
This, some complain, is also 
heard onthe Louisville and Nashville and 
the Cairo Short Line ‘roads, though not to 
such an extent as on the other lines. A gen- 
tleman who returned a short time ago froma 
trip through the West told the reporter that 
he found no great searcity of cars, and Was

vo and Alton, he said, had plenty of cars, 
and if, through cireumstances, the other 
roads got short of rolling stock, they could 
borrow all they wanted from Eastern roads.

The Dailey-Sessinghaus Split to be 
Settled in Joint Convention. 


Mr. Filley’ Discusses the Situation--Letters 
From Candidates--Gossip. 


The long continuing split between the Ses- 
singhaus and Dailey factions in the Eighth 
Congressional Distrie, has been settled at 
last. After numerous attempts a satisfac- 
tory agreement was arrived at this morning, 
at a meeting at which each 
of the candidates was in attendance. 
The result was arrived at after a number of 
conferences which would have been sufficient 
to have settled the Alabama claims. There 
are two Congressional committees in the 
district, one representing each candidate. 
The committees met in joint session on last 
Friday and Saturday nights, and adjourned 
each time after a two hours’ discussion with- 
out doing anything. On Saturday night it 
was determined that the whole mat- 
ter should be fixed at a meeting to be held 


this morning at the office of W. H. Rudolph, 
Inspector of Weights and Measures, in the 
City Hall. It was understood that the whole 
matter should be !eft to Mr. Rudolph, avho is 
the chairman of the Sessinghaus committee, 
and Mr. J. J. Schmitt, chairman of the Dai- 
ley committee. At 10 a. m. Mr. Schmitt 
walked into Mr. Rudolph’s office and found 
in waiting there Messrs. Sessinghaus 
and Dailey, ~- the two candidates. 
The business was easily fixed, and did not 
take more than five minutes’ time. Mr. 
Ktudolph proposed that the best plan was the 
one already talked over on Saturday night, 
namely, that the delegates to the convention 
which nominated Dailey and Sessinghaus 
should be called together again, and that in 
joint session they should decide which 
of the candidates should make the race. 
The proposition took well, and was imme- 
diately agreed upon. * Mr. Thos. J. Dailey, 
being asked what he thought of the idea, 
said that it suited him perfectly, and that he 
would agree to it. Mr. Sessinghaus gave the 
same reply, and the matter was over. It was 
decided to hold a joint convention 
morrow at 10 a. m. at Social Turner 
Hall, corner Thirteenth and Monroe streets. 
All the delegates who had seats in ‘either of 
the Congressional conventions are invited 
and requested to be present, as will be seen 
by an advertisement published in another 
column. ‘The convention will then pass on 
the candidacy of Dailey and Sessinghaus, 
each of these gentlemen binding himself to 
abide’ the action of the joint convention. 
Mr. Rudolph and Mr. Sehmitt immediately 
took steps to notify all the delegates, 
and all of them will be called on and notified 
during the day. -It is probable that the econ- 
vention to-morrow will be quiet and orderly. 
Che Sessinghaus men, with a few exceptions, 
are satished with the turn affairs have taken. 
They say that harmony is the only chance of 
success, and that a split in the district 
would jeopardize the success of every Repub- 
lican candidate down to the constables. 
A few men were anxious that -Sessinghaus 
should disregard Dailey’s nomination alto- 
gether and should make the race. but this 
Sessinghaus has persistently refused to do, 
and has declined to be a party to any plan 
that would not tend towards harmony and 
good feeling. It is well known that to- 
mnorrow’s convention will have 
nothing but kind expressions for Mr. 
Sessinghaus and will renominate Mr. Dailey 
as the Republican candidate for Congress in 
the district. Even should the friefds of 
Sessinghaus show any desire to win for him, 
the joint convention will have a good ma- 
jority who favor Dailey, there being a num- 
ber of friends of the lat- 
ter as delegates even to the con- 
vention which nominated Sessinghaus. 
There is smal! prospect of any disagreement, 
although it was hinted to-day that -a new 
candidate might be sprung at to-morrow’s 
convention as an attempt to defeat Dailey.

The Cooking Classes to Begin Next 

Wednesday Morning. 

Three girls presented themselyes at the In- 
dustrial Training School this morning, 1801 
Olive street, to enter the cooks’ class which 
Mrs, W. L. B. G. Allen wiil begin instructing 
for one: month next Wednesdav morning. 
She has decided to adopt the course advo- 
cated by Miss Juliet Corson, but will modify 
it to suit the Western market. 

The *‘Plain cook’s course” covers two weeks 
ineluding Saturday, thus making twelve les- 
sons. These are soups, fish, entries, roasts, 
poultry, vegetables, maeccaroni, eggs, bread, 
cakes and ~pastry, dishes for the sick, 
cooking suitable for children, Admission 
tickets will cost 25 cents each or five for one 
dollar. The day pupils will bein the same 
class with the half dozen or more domestics to 
be boarded and regularly trained in the house. 
It is expected that ladies who wish to see the 
project succeed will purchase tickets and send 
their servants to the afternoon classes, Some 
have already volunteered to do this, and oth- 
ers, who appreciate the value of trained ser- 
vants, have agreed to give a home to such as 
soon as the school shall be 
able to graduate’ them. The ladies 
interested expect to train not less than 500 
servants the first year and in time hope to 
inake such a demand for their pupils that all 
domestics will be anxious to take the .train- 
ing afforded. Classes for ladies and misses 
will be instructed in the forenoon, while the 
servant . pupils will be given training in 
household duties. They will be required to 
went caps and aprons in the interest of clean- 
iness. 

Contributions to the school have been in- 
creased by a new hall carpet, a stove for the 
cooking-room, window shades and a_ bed- 
room carpet. A sign has been hung out at 
the Fighteenth street side. The ladies ex- 
press themselves confident of securing 
patronage sufficient to make the projecta 
self-supporting one in a few months.

ELECTION EXPENSES. 

In England where the only elections of any 
interest are the Parliamentary ones, the law 
not only recognizes the propriety of a candi- 
date’s paying the legitimate expenses of mak- 
ing the campaign, but requires him to de- 
posit a certain amount beforehand to cover 
these expenses. But the law is very definite 
as to what constitutes a proper expense and 
it is very strict about preventing and punish- 
ing any outlay of money which looks like 
bribery, or which is used to influence votes 
by dishonest methods. 

We are far behind England in this mafher, 
and the popular indifference to the ordinary 
corruptions of election times does not speak 
very highly for our political morality or our 
political sense. Nothing is publicly known, 
and apparently no information js desired 
about the amounts of money raised for cam- 
paign purposes, nor about the way in~ which 
the money is spent. The legitimate expen- 
ses are heavy enough. In the pending cam- 
paign the advice to “hire a hall” is superfiu- 
ous. Every candidate hires a hall, and he 
hires horses and buggies and has ratification 
meetings and fireworks, and much printing is 
done, and many paid retaipers are kept cir- 
culating very rapidly and drinking frequent- 
ly and looking jaded and seedy after their ex- 
ertions. 

These, however, are all legitimate expenses, 
and we might even call it legitimate to send 
money to church fairs to be usedin voting for 
canes and winning pin cushions in raffles, but 
it does not stop there. It is generally believed 
that to make the Congressional canvass in 
the old Second District would cost anywhere 
from ten to twenty thousand dollars; that it 
takes nearly as much money to make the race 
for Sheriff, that all candidates are assessed 
heavily by the committees, and that the pay- 
ment of these assessments is but the begin- 
ning of a fierce. and continuous process of 
bleeding them. 

It would be more than interesting to know 
just how much money is being spent in this 
city in this campaign and how it is being 
spent. The people who are asked to choose 
between opposing tickets have the right to 
know all about the election in which they 
take apart. The committees who receive 
the assessments and disburse the muney give 
no account to any one of their financial trans- 
actions; the candidates have the best of 
reasons for not complaining before the elec- 
tion is over; the men who have been in 
politics are reluctant to speak. Yet the gen- 
eral impression is that a great deal of money 
is spent—that so much money is spent that it 
cannot all be spent for honest purpose. This 
makes the qnestion of election expenses a 
public question. Is there any one who can 
give us any information about it? 


THE CONDITION OF FRANCE. 

The recent disturbances and outbreaks in 
France appear to be wholly local and acci- 
dental in their nature, and give no evidence 
of any general attempt to upset the existing 
Government. At the same time the French 
voleano is alwavs so near the surface that 
the least eruption or even the faintest rumb- 
ling may well be taken as the forerunner of 
a general cataclysm, and he would bea rash 
prophet who would dare to say that the Re- 
public of to-day is firmer in power than the 
Empire was twelve years ago, when it went 
into the war with Germany with a light 
heart, not knowing that its end was scarce 
six weeks off. 

It is very difficult for any one not on the 
spot to pass a judgment upon the condition 
of France and to arrive at a sound conclusion 
as to the ultimate result of the forces which 
are now at work in that country. On the one 
hand the material prosperity of France 
was never than—it is now. 
Ten years of peace have made good 
the fearful losses of the war. and 
the wonderful thrift and industry of the 
people have wrung from an unpromising 
situation the richest rewards; they have 
made all the world tribute to them for its 
pleasures and its luxuries, and have kept 
what otbers have spent until the wealth of 
the Republic outshines the splendor of the 
Empire. Property Is higher in value and 
more stable, foreign and domestic trade has 
increased enormously, accumulated capital 
is constantly developing the resources of the 
country and looking in vain for new fields of 
investment, and if the French thought of 
nothing but their material interests they 
would have no just cause of discontent with 
their condition. 

It must be admitted that there is a seamy 
side even to the aspect of material prosperi- 
ty. The Government is a fearfully expensive 
institution, and grows more expensive every 
vear. Every year the national debt increases 
with sudden bounds, the treasury is obliged 
to borrow money to meet its ordinary expen- 
ses in times of peace, the annual budget now 
calls for the enormous sum of one thousand 
millions of dollars, and retrenchment would 
breed so active a discontent th is not to 
ye thought of. This meana, of-c heavier 


yreater 


taxation falls upon the necessaries of life 
and reaches a class who otherwise would 
care little for the cost of governing the coun- 
try. 

But the growing discontent in France does 
not seem to arise out of economical con- 
siderations, but to be social and political. 
France isacountry in which every man is 4 
native citizen, and in which every citizen 
votes and takes a deep interest in politics. 
In the absence of local independence, politi- 
cal interest is centered on the central Govern- 
ment, and the form and nature of the Gov- 
ernment is the one question about which the 
hot and eager passions ofan excitable race 
are aroused to conflict. Within sixty years 
all forms of Government save one have been 
tried. The country has had a legitimist mon- 
archy, a constitutioual monarchy, a Bona- 
partist empire, and a constitutional republic. 
It has not had the socialistic republic which 
has been the dream and the idea of the 
fanatics of the people fora hundred years, 
and until this ideal is either realized or the 
idea extirpated, France will never be secure 
in peace. To extirpate it is out of 
the question; it has a_ stronger hold 
on the people now than it had when the rev- 
olution was in power, and it looks as if it 
would be only a question of time when it 
would be strong enough tosweep away all 
opposition and plant its red flag on the ruins 
of the present make-shift republic. 

It does no good to argue that the Socialist 
idea is a dream, as crazy as it is cruel. The 
people who believe in it are not to be argued 
out of their delusion ; they are not to be argued 
with at all. Thecarnival of crime which 
shamed all the heroic claims of the first rev- 
olution was an outburst of hatred only to 
be explained by innate, inherited and in- 
eradicable ferocity, which burns as fiercely 
to-day as it did one hundred years ago. The 
men of the Terror atid of the September mas- 
sacres were no worse than their descendants 
who slew the hostages and fired the Tuileries 
and the Hotel de Ville. Such are the men 
who are at work to-day in Lyons exciting the 
discontented workingmen to disturbance, 
and at Monceau les Mines denouncing 
property as a crime, emphasizing their words 
with dynamite cartridges and terrorizing the 
country with just such threats and meetings 
and processions as preceded the storming of 
the Bastile and the march on Versailles. 

These demonstrations would cause less ap- 
prehension if the Government were more 
firmly established, but the worst feature of 
the situation is that the Government is mere- 
ly a compromise—merely holds the balance 
of “power between the adverse factions of 
despotism and of anarchy. In the Chamber 
of Deputies it is claimed that there are not 
less than nine distinctly organized groups or 
parties. As long as no one of them feels 
strong enough to find its occasion in the over 
throw of the Government, France is reasona- 
bly secure; but if, unfortunately, at any time 
a successful attempt is made to disturb the 
equilibrium which trembles in the balance, it 
will be almost impossible to restrain the 
pent-up forces of Socialism, and France will 
be called on to undergo one of her periodic 
ordeals of revolution, with no possibility of 
foretelling when its end will come or what 
bloody course it will run in the meanwhile. 


- JURIES. / 

Somebody is always crying out against the 
jury system because hardly any verdict satis- 
fies both sides, and occasionally there is one 
which almost everybody must regard as il- 
logical and unjust. Then we hear a great 
deal about the cost of jury trials and the ab- 
surdity of allowing one obstinate man to de- 
lay and defeat justice by putting his veto on 
the judgment of eleven better men than him- 
self. But itisa fact that the oldest Judges 
on the bench, those who have longest ob- 
served the practical workings of jury 
trial, regard it as the best means vet 
devised for securing the ends of justice. 

Judge Dwiaut Foster, of Massachusetts, 
testifies in an article in the North American 
Review that, in the course of more than 
thirty years’ experience at the bar of that 
State, he has never known an authentic case 
of a jury verdict or disagreement secured by 
corruption. Only afew authentic instances 
of attempted bribery have come to his know- 
ledge, and he calls upon those who condemn 
jury trial because of its liability to occasional 
abuse, to state specifically what they would 
put inits place. He does not believe that 
they can offer any substitute which will not 
prove, upon examination, more vulnerable in 
principle and detail than the venerable 
institution which they would displace. 
As to the number, he says there is 
no magic in the number twelve, “but it is 
the number of whicha jury has been com- 
posed for centuries, and no adequate or even 
plausible reason canbe given for either 
increasing or niminishing it.” Asto requir- 
ing unanimity in rendering a verdict, he holds 
that the rule is justified by experience of its 
workings in the great majority of cases, and 
that itis of real importanee to give to each 
juryman aveto power which insures for his 
opinions and arguments a fair consideration 
in the deliberations of the jury-room. He adds 
that ‘‘the people would never be contented to 
have a citizen punished or deprived of import- 
tant personal or property rights upon a 
majority verdict.” 

We believe that aconclave ofall the ex- 
perienced Judges and members of the 
bar in the United States would vote 
by a large majority to indorse Judge 
Foster's position on these points. 
Of course, even the utmost care in 
the constitution of juries will not make them 
always what they should be in our targe 
cities. But even there justice has more to 
fear from the bench than from the jury-box. 
The good Judge will generally have good 
juries in his court. There is not the least 
probability that the people of this country 
will ever consent that any citizen shall be 
deprived of life or liberty except by the 
unanimous verdict of twelve average citizens. 


There is distrust of juries, but t is more 
distrust of Judges in passing upgn conflicting

evidence as to the rights of property. The 
old jury system is just now more prized than 
ever because it is regarded as the best defense 
of the citizen against the growing political 
power and corrupting influence of the great 
corporations. That influence can approach 
the bench by covert ways that do not reach 
the jury-box so as to produce any permanent 
or conclusive effect. 


THE New York Nation is not strictly ac- 
curate in stating, with relation to the verdict 
against the American News Company in the 
MARIE PRESCoTrT libel suit, that the compa- 
ny has to pay a heavy sum for having circu- 
lated the newspaper containing the libel. In 
rendering a verdict for $12,500, the jury were 
no doubt influenced very largely by the fact 
that the technical guilt of the News Company 
in circulating the obnoxious publication had 
been aggravated by itsconduct in introduc- 
ing on the stand the nfost depraved and de- 
graded witness the courts have yet 
seen, for the purpose of ruining the repu- 
tation of the complainant. At the same 
time the News Company should have been 
held liable for its act in circulating the libel. 
Irresponsible papers have no right to exist; 
they are a menace to every decent interest of 
society, and the simple fact that a newspa- 
per is judgment-proof is a sufficient reason 
for every responsible agent refusing to han- 
die it. Those who aid in the circulation of 
such papers, which otherwise would not mul- 
tiply with such malignant rapidity, are shar- 
ers in the guilf€ of those who publish them. 
If the award of the jury in this case shall 
have the effect of impressing on newsdealers 
a sense of the liability under which they car- 
ry on business and theteby lead to a general 
weeding out of shyster sheets, it will be an 
unmixed benefit toa country which has long 
suffered from the nuisance. 


Mr JounN C, GAGE, a Democratic nominee 
for the Legislature in Kansas City, is one of 
the leading lawyers in his section of the 
State, and the opposite ofa demagogue in 
course and character. The Kansas City 
papers report him as sayingina speech last 
Saturday evening, that a matter of more im- 
portance to Missouri than any national issue 
was the growing power of corporations. He 
said: *““The greatest evil that now stares the 
civilization of the world inthe faceis the 
accumulation of gigantic amounts of capital 
with almost unbounded power. Missouri 
has laws to create but no law to dissolve 
corporations. Railroads are not the only 
corporations that do wrongin this respect. 
Laws limiting the power and extent of these 
aggregations of capital should be enacted. 
Corporations of all kinds are being formed 
that have the effect of of driving out busi- 
ness ventures of a smaller -kind. The 
security of the people lies in the distribu- 
tion of wealth. The National Legislature is 
unable to cope with this state of affairs, and 
the matter of control rests with the State 
Legislatures. Rich corporations of all kinds 
would, in a few years, control the country.” 
The people can not too soon elect Legisla- 
tures composed of men like Mr. GAGE, who 
recognize this evil and are not afraid to 
aroyise the people against it. 


Tur tens of thousands of citizens of St. 
Louis and their pleasure-seeking visitors 
from the country who crowded the streets to 
witness the procession of the Veiled Proph- 
ets, did not fail to give the management 
proper praise, not only for the splendor of 
the display but for the excellence of the ar- 
rangements which made it an unqualified 
success. Butone hardly understands how 
admirable the management was until he 
turns to compare it with attempts made in 
other cities to rival it. In Baltimore the 
Oriole procession, which was advertised to 
Startat 8, kept the people waiting on the 
streets until half-past 10 before it started, 
and it was1 o’elock before the procession 
was Over, In Philadelphia the managers of 
the bi-Centenary festival had the same diffi- 
culty in getting their procession under way. 
and the people who had been waiting on the 
streets from 6 o'clock to see the sight were 
not able to start for home until after mid- 
night. It takes a good deal of brains to carry 
out a programme of this kind and St. Louis 
has ‘em. 


THE supremacy of the French drama is 
partly due to the centuries of cultivation of 
dramatic literature, by an eminently dra- 
matic nation, but it is also due in part to the 
superior facilities for advertising enjoyed 
by the profession. In ‘this country the most 
popular actress cannot hope to do more than 
to figure as the victim of a diamond robbery, 
or publish harmless little fictions about her 
success as a stock speculator. Even Saran 
BERNHARDT, While in this country, merely 
ran a little side-show of alleged works of art, 
but in France we hear of her sending her son 
MAURICE toclrallengea rashand reckless 
journalist named MIRABEAU,who has spoken 
disrespectfully of the actors and actrasses of 
the French stage. This method of advertis- 
ing is safe, inexpensive and highly effica- 
cious, but it can only be triedin France. In 
this country the duels between man- 
agers and critics are fought only in the ad- 
vertising columns of the papers and they 
come high. 


As Mr. Sesstncuaus and Mr. Dairy

Henry Mitchell, a Negro, is Ar- 
rested in New Orleans. 


He is Charged With Killing Joe Fisher, the 
Terror of Clabber Alley. 


To-day, Charles Richardson, alias Henry 
Mitchell, alias John Mack, alias ** Mitch,”’ a 
negro having four times more names than 
legs, was itted to jail to 
answer a murder,

ago. Thecrime for which Michell will go to 
trial was committed in 1879.. About midnight, 
June 15, 1879, the denizens of the alley in the 
block bounded by Cass avenue and O’ Fallon 
streets and Sixth and Seventh were startled 
by a cry in the alley. When 
the prevailing darkness was dispelled by 
a dozen coal oil lamps and candles, which 
were soon produced, Joe Fisher a terror 
among the residents of Clabber ,alley, was 
found breathing his last. He was standing 
against the wall of one of 
the houses, and when eased to the cobble 
stones, died without saying anything. 
From a three-inch gash in his left side his 
heart was exposed and hig blood poured out 
in astream. Mitchell was put down for the 
murder at once and when the police institut- 
ed the search for him he was missing 
from his usual haunts. His wife was 
living in the alley, but she knew nothing of 
her husband’s whereabouts. which remained 
amystery untillast August. ‘The circum- 
stances of the arrest in New Orleans were as 
follows: After retiring one night a sporting 
man named Glasgow heard a noise at his 
front door, and, descending the stairs lightly, 
he waited néar the door for developments. 
The tips of a “‘panel-cutter’ soon appeared 
on the inside, and the situation was 
becoming dangerous. He pointed his 
revolver at the door and fired’ twice. 
The second shot took effect in the intruder’s 
right leg, as he was leaving the premises. He 
Was 
ARRESTED AND LOCKED UP, 
and a few days later his identity was dis- 
covered and the St. Louis police tele- 
graphed. Mitchell was sent to the 
hospital at New Orleans, where his 
ieg Was amputated just below the knee. 
About a week ago he was discharged and 
was arrested on requisition by detective 
browning of this city, who returned to St. 
Louis with his prisoner last night. The Cor- 
oner’s inquest would powhere be found at 
the Four Courts to-day, having mysteriously 
disappeared in the official channels through 
which it passed since 1879, when the testimo- 
ny was taken. From Detectives Browning 
and Desmond the following account of the 
atfray and its causes was obtained: Joe 
Fisher was a desperate negro, who held the 
residents of Clabber alley and the western 
wrtion of the city in terror. He 
lad killed two men and served one term 
of fifteen years and another of three years 
for the deeds. He was arrested twice for as- 
sault to kill, andtwice for serious disturb- 
ances of the peace. One night Detective Des- 
mond was called into “Kock Castle” on 
I'welfth, between Biddle and O'Fallon 
streets, by a disturbance. When he reached 
Fisher's appartments he found Joe and his 
Wife standing in the middle of the floor, each 
brandishing a longdirk knife and parving the 
other’s blows. Joe had got in one blow, cut- 
ting off a slice of his wife’s cheek as clean as 
a piece of bread from a loaf. At the point of 
the officer’s revolver both were disarm- 
ed. Fisher was a __ constant vis- 
itor to Mitchell’s house, much _ to 
the annoyance of the head of the household 
who objected to the visits. Mitchell repeat. 
edly warned him to stay away, but without 
any effect, as Fisher persisted in his course 
About 11 o’clock on the night of June 1. 
1879, Mitchell was on his way to his room in 
the rear of No. 1331 North Seventh street 
and in the alley, when he met 
Fisher. A few words were interchanged 
when Fisher received the stab, which pene- 
trated to the chambers of the hedrt, produc- 
1D , a instant death. ?.
